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Built for the Future 
Marion to Consider Scaled-Down 
Police Station

Voters in Marion will once again be asked to 
support the construction of a new, scaled-down Police 
Department building on both the May 19 Annual Town 
Meeting warrant and via a single Debt Exclusion override 
on the May 23 Annual Town Election ballot. 

Article 5 on the Town Meeting warrant will ask 
voters to consider appropriating up to $3.8 million to 
build a new facility on property which has been donated 
to the town by Tabor Academy and is conveniently 
located just off Route 6. Two years ago a similar proposal 
for a 10,180 square foot facility at an estimated cost of $3.4 
million passed Town Meeting muster but was deadlocked 
in a tie at the ballot box, resulting in a defeat. 

Those who opposed the original design claimed 
the project was a bit too extravagant and oversized for a 
town like Marion, and the reformed Police Station Build- 
ing Committee took these considerations into account 
when they went back to the drawing board.

"This is certainly no Taj Mahal/' Police Chief Lin- 
coln Miller said. ''We've cut out roughly 20 percent of the 
original project. I've certainly been to other Police Depart- 
ments that are much more lavish. (The new building) is 
designed to do the job and last for 20 years or more ... (but 
we) ended up talking 50-plus years. So the building was 
designed to support any type of future buildout. There 
are no frills in it. It's the size of working space and what 
we need to accomplish." 

"I really think the Police Station Building Com- 
mittee has been very mindful of the criticisms, but really 
it's just a common municipal building without all the 
frills," added Selectman Jonathan Henry, who also served 
on the Building Committee. 

Chief Miller noted that among the major omis- 
sions from the earlier proposal was the removal of a 
combined training room and conference room area that 
was conceived to be used for both police business and 
for town functions. "It was handicap-accessible, so with 
the limitations of (the Marion Town House) or if you had 
more than one meeting at a time, it could be used," he 
said. "It was also going to serve as an emergency opera- 
tions center, which is needed to get all the town depart- 
ments together under an incident command center. But 
it was one of the things we cut out that wasn't used on a 
daily basis." 

Expressing disappointment that the original Po- 
lice Station proposal was narrowly defeated. Chief Miller

conceded that the longer the project is put off, the town is 
essentially "paying more for less/' 

"It's unfortunate (it failed), because a lot of 
thought went into designing the building the first time," 
Chief Miller said. "I wanted something that was func- 
tional for the department but didn't have any frills. 
That's something I've been adamant about from the start. 
People wanted something smaller and we're trying to 
meet what people asked us to do. But we didn't want to 
leave us with something that's so undersized that we'd be 
crunched for space in a few years, either." 

As an example. Chief Miller cited a Fire Sta- 
tion project in the Town of Wellfleet that was originally 
undersized when first built in the 1980s which they are 
now trying to replace. "It was undersized from the day 
they moved in," he said. "Here's a building that was only 
20-something years old and they're already talking about 
replacing it." 

In a prepared statement Finance Committee 
(FinCom) Chairman Dr. Richard Kemp also noted how 
the new Police Station proposal pretty much represents 
a "bare bones" concept and although economic times are 
hard, delaying the project further will only increase the 
cost. 

"The long-term reality is that the Police Station 
will have to be replaced — sooner rather than later," Dr. 
Kemp wrote. "Delaying the decision will result in a more 
expensive solution and ultimately a larger tax increase.

For many it may seem desirable to continue and procras- 
tinate because of the current economic troubles. However, 
(the FinCom) believes that approving the Police Station 
now is prudent and a financially-sound decision to rem- 
edy this long-delayed infrastructure problem/' 

While the size of the previous project has been 
reduced by about 2,000 square feet to 8,126 square feet, 
the price of construction, materials and labor has certainly 
gone up over the past two years. As such, the committee's 
best-guess estimate for the scaled-down project is now 
$3.8 million — although Chief Miller was quick to point 
out that figure could very likely be lower given the cur- 
rent competitive bidding climate. 

"The competition out there is different right 
now,'' Chief Miller said. "Hopefully when all is said and 
done our numbers will come in much lower. If so, we can 
go back to (the voters) and say our costs are much less 
and here's the rest of the money back." 

Indeed, Town Administrator Paul Dawson 
pointed out at a recent Selectmen's meeting that the Town 
of Harwich recently bid out an estimated $9 million Police 
Station project that actually came in about $1 million un- 
der projections. 

While FinCom Chairman Dr. Kemp concurred 
that rising gas prices, sub-prime mortgage rates, a declin- 
ing economy and record-high water and sewer bills could 
easily dissuade taxpayers from taking on any additional 
burdens, he also noted that Marion's current debt level is

healthy and continues to decline as the Sippican School 
expansion is paid off. As the current bond rate of 4.5 
percent, the proposed $3.8 million Police Station project 
would only cost 20 cents per $1,000 of valuation. For the 
average median home in Marion valued at $469,600, that 
would be a total cost of $96 per year. 

With an ideal parcel of donated land that is both 
conveniently located to provide a quick response from 
the center of town and that's already not on the tax rolls, 
so the town won't be losing tax revenue in the exchange. 
Chief Miller stressed this is ultimately a win- win situation 
for the Town of Marion and he hopes residents will sup- 
port it. 

"When they look to expand the schools, people 
are in there everyday and they see what's wrong," Chief 
Miller said. "Here not many people come into the Police 
Station and when they do, they don't see much past the 
front lobby. And it makes it hard for us, but the condi- 
tions we're operating out of are difficult. Space is tight 
and security for victims and witnesses of a crime is impor- 
tant. There's also confidentiality issues and this building 
just doesn't cover that."

Insect Bites 

My dog came inside from his run with a number of 1/2 inch 
red marks on his belly that were shaped like bullseyes.

Mattapoisett was called to order on Monday, May 12 at 
7:00 pm in the auditorium of ORR High School by Town 
Moderator Jack Eklund having noted the presence of a 
quorum of some 160 registered voters. The Finance Com- 
mittee (FinCom) first made a presentation on the Fiscal 
Year (FY) 2009 General Operating Budget. 

FinCom Chairman Dennis Perry noted that go- 
ing into FY2009, the Town of Mattapoisett is "financially 
sound and stable.'' The Board of Selectmen and FinCom 
have agreed on a conservative approach in preparing 
their proposed budget. 

"Based on our revenue stream, we have $19.8 mil- 
lion available for appropriations," Mr. Perry said, adding 
that this year's proposed budget is up by $661,000 or a 3.6 
percent increase over FY 2008. 

Under ARTICLE 1, voters were asked to fix the 
salaries of the town's elected officials as follows: Town 
Moderator: $200; Board of Selectmen, Chairman: $ 3,700; 
Board of Selectmen, Members: $3,300; Assessors: $3,300; 
Town Clerk: $46,709; Board of Health: $400; Highway 
Surveyor: $62,505; Mattapoisett School Committee: $400; 
Water /Sewer Commissioners: $400; Tree Warden: $6,800; 
and Herring Inspector: $730. 

There being no questions or objections. Article 1 
passed unanimously, 160 to 0. 

Taking ARTICLE 3 out of order, voters were 
asked to receive an annual report from the Mattapoisett 
Capital Planning Committee for FY2009. Committee 
member Jeremy Collier noted that they are recommend- 
ing 15 capital requests totaling $3.3 million that are con- 
sidered to be priorities for FY2009. 

Town Meeting unanimously voted to accept the 
Capital Planning Committee's report under Article 3. 

At 7:34 voters adjourned the Annual Town Meet- 
ing to consider the six Special Town Meeting articles, be-

a transfer from available funds of $60,000 to pay the cost 
of retirement / post retirement benefits to eligible employ- 
ees. 

Article 1 carried unanimously, 160 to 0. 

Under ARTICLE 2, voters were asked to appro- 
priate $3,500 to print the 2007 Annual Town Report, with 
money to be transferred from FY2008 Free Cash. 

"This report is the Annual Town Report for the 
current calendar year ... we had money in that account be 
we depleted it/' Mr. Botelho explained, noting it was used 
to print prior years' reports which voters had requested. 

Article 2 passed unanimously, 160 to 0.

the funds to pay the legal bill/' Selectman Lombard said. 
'The case w^as the budget didn't meet the appropriations. 
We came to Town Meeting to meet those appropriations 
last year and it was turned dowrn. But we still owe the 
money." 

"Last year we voted down the article that sought 
$25,000 ... this year we're being asked for $47,000 which 
is almost twice as much," said resident Brad Hathaway. 
"I voted against this article last fall more out of anger and 
frustration. But now I think it should be paid." 

Mr. Eklund noted this article was to fund a prior 
year's bill and thus required a 9 / 10 majority to pass. With 
that. Article 4 carried via 169 to 14. 

Under ARTICLE 5 voters were asked to appropri- 
ate $154,897 from FY 2008 Free Cash to pay additional le- 
gal fees and related expenses. A little over $100,000 of this 
amount is related to the town's pursuit of a claim against 
the contractor responsible for the HVAC problems at Old 
Hammondtown School, according to Selectman Raymond 
Andrews. The town is hoping to recoup upwards of $1.3 
million to make repairs to the faulty HVAC system in- 
stalled in the school which resulted in mold damage. 

The remaining $54,000-plus would fund other 
pending litigation matters, including the previously dis- 
cussed unresolved Tinkham Forest lawsuit. 

But resident Brad Hathaway, who is also one of

"There may be a possibility that this could cost 
the town more than $100,000 and Fm trying to stop that/' 
Mr Hathaway said, after inquiring as to how much of this 
amount is earmarked for the Tinkham Forest litigation 
case. 

Mr Hathaway further asked how much of the 
remaining money is due to the Tinkham Forest suit. 

According to Town Administrator Mike Botelho, 
that amount is estimated to be $8,405.99 for the current 
year 

With that, Mr Hathaway moved that $8,405.99 
be deducted from Article 5, bringing the new total to 
$146,491.01. 

Mr Hathaways' motion to amend was defeated, 
142 to 18. 

Returning to the original Article 5, voters thereby 
approved the measure via majority, 153 to 7. 

Under ARTICLE 6, voters were asked to appro- 
priate $7,780.55 for the purpose of paying the costs of tax 
title foreclosures for FY 2008 and FY 2009. 

Article 6 passed via majority, 160 to 0. 

Reconvening the Annual Town Meeting, under

million General Operating Budget for FY 2009.

al departments for "uniform/ clothing allowance" which 
Mr. Botelho explained was part of a collective bargaining 
agreement with employees back in 2003. The nominal 
$300 to $400 line item has remained in each department's 
budget since, although most departments don't wear 
"uniforms," per se. 

After further discussion and debate. Article 2 
passed via majority vote, 159 to 1. 

Under ARTICLE 4A, voters were first asked to 
appropriate $180,000 from the Capital Stabilization Fund 
to replace various vehicles and equipment as recommend- 
ed by the Capital Planning Committee including: a police 
cruiser for the Police Department ($28,000); garage doors 
for the Highway Department ($30,000); a one-ton dump 
truck for the Highway Department ($65,000); replace ag- 
ing technology in the Mattapoisett Schools ($51,000); and 
relocate servers and equipment for the Board of Selectmen 
($6,000). 

Resident George Randall asked why the Police 
Department has to replace two cruisers every year, espe- 
cially given the current economic climate. "Why can't we 
replace one now and see what happens with the economy 
in November?" he asked. 

But Police Chief Mary Lyons noted they currently 
have two unmarked vehicles and seven marked cruisers 
and they have been following a policy established with 
the FinCom to replace two cruisers every year and rotate 
the older ones out of service. "It's a safety issue," she said. 

With that. Article 4A passed via majority vote, 

154 to 6. 

Under ARTICLE 4B, voters were asked to appro- 
priate $56,010 from previous unused articles and ambu- 
lance receipts to replace a second police cruiser for the 
Police Department ($31,010) and purchase a pickup truck 
for the Highway Department ($25,000).

Article 4B passed, 158 to 2. 

Under ARTICLE 5, voters were asked to ap- 
propriate $2.5 million to construct a new water storage 
facility and accompanying appurtenances for the Water 
Department, with money to be raised via borrowing, 
available funds or through grants. 

According to Water /Sewer Superintendent 
William "Nick'' Nicholson, the project would be funded 
through water rates and would cost about 80 cents per 
100 cubic feet, or about $71.03 per year for the average 
water user. Mr. Nicholson noted the water tank would be 
located on town-owned property within the The Bay Club 
facility. 

Article 5 passed 108 to 39.

Under ARTICLE 6, voters were asked to appro- 
priate $50,000 to replace a 12-inch diameter portion of 
water main at the Mattapoisett River Crossing which has 
been eroded by the river bank over the years and needs 
to be replaced. This is a main transmission line to North 
Street, according to Mr. Nicholson. 

Article 6 passed unanimously, 130 to 0. 

Under ARTICLE 7, voters were asked to autho- 
rize the Board of Selectmen and / or the Board of Water 
Commissioners to appropriate $15,000 to purchase land 
for the purpose of well protection. Mr. Nicholson said this 
purchase entails 7.25 acres of land along the Mattapoisett 
River which abuts the town's #5 well which is accessed 
off Long Plain Road. 

Article 7 passed via majority vote, 108 to 2. 

Under ARTICLE 8, voters were asked to appro- 
priate $400,000 to replace existing water meters in town 
with ''Radio Read" meters as requested by the Water / 
Sewer Department. According to Mr. Nicholson, this 
article would allow them to upgrade to remote Radio 
Read meters which would allow them to quickly access 
meter readings and do more frequent readings even when 
residents aren't home. This would, ultimately, allow them 
to increase the number of billing cycles during the year. 
Mr. Nicholson said he hopes to move to quarterly bill- 
ing with these new meters. Funded through borrowing, 
Mr. Nicholson said the cost to purchase these new meters 
would be about $18.48 per user each year over a 10-year

tained Earnings under ARTICLE 19; 

• $10,000 transfer from the Sewer Enterprise Re- 
tained Earnings into the Sewer Enterprise Reserve Fund 
under ARTICLE 20; 

• Establishing a Wood Waste Recycling Revolv- 
ing Account under state law that would allow Matta- 
poisett to receive payments and tipping fees generated 
from wood waste with a maximum spending limit of 
$30,000 under ARTICLE 21; 

• Rescinding the town's borrowing author- 
ity from several open and unused prior Town Meeting 
articles in order to improve the town's overall bond rating 
under ARTICLE 22; 

• $6,000 appropriation from the Overlay Surplus 
account to defray the expense of real estate revaluations 
under ARTICLE 23; and 

• Adopting a Zoning By-Law amendment to 
better define frontage requirements, especially on lots 
where the street is curved or located on cul-de-sacs under 
ARTICLE 24 (passed 75 to 27). 

The bulk of night number two was dedicated to 
ARTICLE 25 as petitioned by the Mattapoisett Historical 
Commission to establish a "Demolition Delay By-Law" 
for the town.

There are 
121 cities or towns in Massachusetts that have a Demoli- 
tion Delay By-Law." 

But residents felt it put too many restrictions on 
their personal property and would create potential eco- 
nomic hardships.

have to fight these people in court?" asked resident Paul 
Kelly. 

"This by-law imposes a huge, huge economic cost 
and burden/' said resident Mary Kelleher. "Nowhere in 
this by-law does it talk about issuing a demoliion permit. 
I don't think it promotes the public welfare." 

"This is a zoning by-law and all we're doing is 
circumventing the zoning by-law regulation," said resi- 
dent Stephen Hanna. 

But Town Counsel advised the state Attorney 
General's office has taken the stance that a Demolition 
Delay By-Law is not a Zoning By-Law and only requires a 
simple majority vote to pass. 

"I understand there's a certain amount of people 
who love history, and I do, too," said resident Bill Dumas. 
"But if this by-law were to pass ... for sellers and buyers 
this would be an economic hardship. I don't think the 
Town of Mattapoisett needs this by-law. 

"I just don't want anyone to have say over what I 
can and can't do with my own property," added resident 
Lynn Sylvia.

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Movie Review 




Pedal Pusher

Speed Racer, Starring Emile Hirsch and Susan Sarandon. 
Directed by the Wachowski Brothers. Running time: 135 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG. 

Who says relations between the U.S. and Japan aren't solid? Anime 
is trying to look more and more like live-action Hollywood films (see 
the Appleseed movies), and live-action Hollywood films are trying to 
look more and more like anime (see just about any summer movie). 
Speed Racer arrives as a go-between, the missing link. Its distributor, 
Warner Bros., has a way of putting out a movie every decade that 
doesn't look like any other movie ever made up until then: A Clockwork 
Orange in the '70s, Blade Runner in the '80s, Natural Born Killers in the 
'90s, and now Speed Racer. 

It comes to us courtesy of Andy and Larry Wachowski, who 
gave us the dark dystopia of the Matrix trilogy and wrote/ produced 
the dark dystopia V for Vendetta. Their follow-up, to the bafflement 
of those expecting Babies and Kittens Get Killed by Robots: In IMAX 3D, 
is this colorful, whistle-clean, family-friendly ... wait, did I say only 
"colorful"? I mean a nuclear explosion in a Crayola factory. The colors 
in Speed Racer are ferociously bright and saturated; they don't appear 
in nature, but then nothing else in the movie does, either. Essentially, 
for all the surface differences, the Wachowskis are still working the 
same side of the street: Speed Racer, like the Matrix films, exists in a 
hermetic computer-painted world controlled by Evil Overlords, and 
Only One Hero can prevail. 

Speed Racer (Emile Hirsch) races for his family business; his Pops 
(John Goodman) builds racing cars, his big brother Rex (Scott Porter) 
was once the world's greatest racer before a fatal crash took him out. 
Speed wants to go on racing for Pops, Mom (Susan Sarandon), and 
her amazing cinnamon pancakes, but an oily racing magnate (Roger 
Allam, looking like a bizarre cross between Al Gore and Christopher 
Hitchens) wants Speed on board. We hear altogether too much about 
how racing affects stocks; the Wachowskis' "dun" message this time is 
that it's bad for corporations to squash art, which would sound better 
in a film that wasn't bankrolled by Time /Warner to the tune of $100 
million. 




I'd say that Sarandon wanted to enact the movie's housewife- 
mom role, which is so retro-simplistic it almost isn't sexist, because 
she wanted to be in a movie her kids could see, except that her kids 
are 19 and 16, respectively — they're ready for Rocky Horror by now. 
What was Christina Ricci's excuse? She plays Trixie, who has loved 
Speed Racer since they met as children, and I guess it's fun to see the 
former Miss Goth America being relentlessly, unironically cheerful. 
She's ready for her own Rocky Horror by now, though it looks increas- 
ingly unlikely we'll get it. Of the cast, only John Goodman stubbornly 
insists on rooting his scenes in something emotionally valid. About 
Speed's kid brother Spritle (Paulie Litt), who shovels candy into his 
face whenever possible and hanes out with the monkey Chim-Chim, 
the less said the better, though tneir shared anime fantasy surprised 
a laugh out of me. 

The Wachowskis want to have goofball fun here, and I'm sure 
they did, but what matters is whether the fun filters down to the rest of 
us. Gorgeous as Speed Racer is, the neon-gasm style gets monotonous, 
and the scenes away from the racing track are dreary even though the 
Wachowskis sprain themselves to make them look interesting. Kids 
might enjoy Speed Racer, but only on DVD, where they can cut to the 
chase(s); I can only add to the growing list of reports of restless, bored 
kids in the theater around me. The Wachowskis haven't made Speed 
Racer for kids — they've made it for the kids they used to be. After The 
Matrix turned them into avatars of cool, they've done a 180 and made 
something entirely and intentionally square. They've certainly done 
worse — Speed Racer isn't nearly as tedious as The Matrix Revolutions, 
the entirety of which looked like it was filmed inside Dick Cheney's 
colon. But I don't think this film will catch the Zeitgeist the way The 
Matrix did; Iron Man has stolen its thunder. Such is the fate that awaits 
all hipsters: there's always someone cooler.
